Colonel Evans, in speaking for Colonel Breton, 
Indicated that the Amy did not look favorably upon the 
two proposals submitted by the !»&vy Department for this 
Committee. Th© two proposals wore* 

1« That the Navy should have f -ur representatives, these 
four being the senior off leers in the P-5 Section? and 

2* That the P-5 lection siiould i ona the nucleus of the 
JXSPB. 


In connection with 2* above, the Havy further 
planned that the JXSPB would have desks for the members 
from C-2 end OSS- in the L Building, whore the P-3 Section 
is now located# 

Colonel Evans stated that It was the understand- 
ing of General Strong and of the original group {which 
brought about the formation of the JISFB) that the Board 
wfts to b© located on neutral ground and that there was to 
be only one representative from each of the three agent ios* 
Cojasaandor floor© therefore was instructed to see Admiral 
Train and luivo Admiral Train straighten the matter out 
with General Strong# Major Founts ms also instructed 
to contact General Strong through channels and. determine 
whoihor the understandings as presented by Colonel Evans 
were correct#. Major Founts has nine© informed m& that 
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tn© underctanding which wai presented at this aeetiiiS 
was correct and that Admiral ‘Train and General Strong 
have agreed upon the two points, that there should oe 
only on® Kaval represent at tv® and that the Board **onld 
be located on neutral ground and net use th® P~3^>ectl®n 
as a nucleus. The P-3 Section therefor® iy to continue 
as a portion of Kavel Intollic«n©« and will be an of i lew® 
Which works for the JISPB rather than being a part of it* 

With rtjRMOt to location of the Board off.le®s, 

I mad® the suggestion that inasmuch as the Army did not 
consider L Building as neutral ground, we therefor® 
might not consider anything as neutral ground other than 
tli® Joint Chiefs of Staff Building. Colonel Ivans mo- 
tioned that overtures had already been mad® for eeounng 
space and that it was understood that we would have spaa® 
for about ten people In the JCS Building. In adaition to 
the point of neutral location, I farther Indicated that I 
felt it advisable for us to be in th® JCS Building to bo 
physica lly near much of our authority for directives on 
Individual studios*
